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Thirteen  years  having  elapsed  since  the 
Pharmacopoeiaof  King’s  College  Hospital 
was  revised,  a new  edition  seems  im- 
peratively called  for.  The  present  one 
is  adapted  to  the  British  Pharmacopoeia. 

Its  objects  are  to  facilitate  the  labours  "j 
both  of  the  prescriber  and  of  the  dispenser, 
whilst  at  the  same  time  presenting  to  the 
student  a series  of  compendious  formulae 
which  have  been  found  valuable  in  con- 
ducting the  work  of  the  various  depart- 
* ments.  With  this  view,  the  members  of 
the  Hospital  Staff  have  been  severally 
consulted,  so  that  this  compilation  con- 
tains formulae  in  common  use  with  each  „ 


of  them.  The  doses  have,  as  far  as  pos- 
sible, been  arranged  on  uniform  stan- 
dards, so  that,  for  example,  of  the 
mixtures,  an  ounce  should  represent  the 
usual  dose  for  an  adult,  a drachm  for  an 
infant.  The  gargles  and  lotions  are  all  ’ 
made  upon  the  standard  of  a pint,  the 
pigments  and  collyria  of  an  ounce,  &c.
